Beports  from  the  following  committees  were  read  and 
approved:  Federal  Aid,  Forum,  Housing  and  Employment. 

Extensive  report  on  our  activities  on  Federal  Aid 
for  roads,  was  given  and  it  was  decided  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Smith,  that  we  refer  the  matter  to  W.0*Creer  with  in¬ 
structions  that  we  ascertain  from  the  various  organizations 
in  the  County,  the  attitude  regarding  this  matter  and  that 
unless  we  get  their  complete  support  we  will  take  no 
further  action  on  this  subject.

Meeting  was  held  at  the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  8:00  P.  M. 
July  10,  1922.  Secretary  Hinckley  made  a  general  survey  of  the 
situation  and  read  newspaper  reports  of  meetings  with  Water  Storage 
Association  of  recent  date. 

The  Smith-ficHary  Bill  was  discussed  and  newspaper  comments  on 
same  were  read. 

J.  P.  Welch,  County  Agricultural  Agent,  explained  the  State  and 
Government  co-operative  plan  in  securing  data  by  detail  surveys. 

Request  has  been  made  that  the  Jordan  River  be  dredged  and  the 
pumps  be  removed  to  a  lower  point  near  the  Narrows;  that  a  cut  be 
made  near  Saratoga  where  the  sand  could  be  avoided.  This  would  reduce 
the  Compromise  Point  between  two  and  three  feet  below  the  present 
Compromise  level. 

Salt  lake  City  will  consider  co-operating  on  such  a  Project  for 
the  relief  of  the  Jordan.  Tooele  also  have  expressed  interest  in  the 
Project  in  the  interest  of  getting  water  for  their  arid  lands. 

Mr.  Green  has  already  made  a  start  on  the  survey  of  Utah  lake v 
fir.  Griffin  being  in  charge  of  the  work.  Mr.  B.  A.  Jacobs  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  Utah  lake  should  be  the  first  Project  to  be 
solved  and  endorsed  the  movement  being  endorsed  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce • 

The  Survey  is  the  important  thing  just  now.  50,000  acres  in 
Tooele  Talley  and  30,000  acres  in  Salt  lake  Valley,  this  would  draw 
lake  down  to  a  place  where  we  would  avoid  unnecessary  evaporation. 
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fir.  Hinckley  suggested  that  we  forget  our  woes  and  heartaches 
of  the  past  and  work  unitedly  for  the  future,  look  to  the  rising  sun. 

fir.  Alleman  of  Springville,  stated  that  he  had  recently  talked 
with  the  State  Engineer  and  that  he  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of 
reducing  the  lake  level.  Springville  is  united  in  the  interest  of 
the  lake  situation  and  are  willing  to  co-operate,  fir.

in  favor  of  unity  and  explained  that  the  Compromise  agreement 
intended  to  keep  the  lake  level  below  the  Compromise  point.

Mr.  Stark  stated  that  the  Lake  is  a  great  asset.  Cedar 
Valley  should  be  irrigated.  Can  be  pumped  into  Cedar  Valley. 

He  urged  that  the  water  be  used  in  our  own  County.  He  suggested 
the  dyking  of  the  East  and  South  of  the  Lake  and.  a  gravity  canal 
be  constructed  on  the  East  side  of  the  Lake  emptying  into  the 
Jordan  by  gravity. 

Arthur  N .  Taylor  expressed  the  opinion  that  we  should  get 
behind  our  Committee  and  support  them  in  their  effort  to  get 
results.

We  must  stabilize  the  level  of 
Utah  Lake.

Mr.  Hephi  Hicks  signified  his  willingness  to  do  his  part  to  stimulate 
this  proposition.
